Washington, Oct. 11.—Surgeon Gen­ 
eral Sternlierg’s annual report to the 
secretary of war says the health of the 
army was unusually good dnring the 
calendar year of 1900. 
The death rate 
in the Philippines wa* 28.78 per 
1000, 
against 80.58 the previous year. 
The 
death rate in China was 17.76 per 1000; 
28 M2 from disease and 84.14 from in- 
jnries. 
From the close of the calendar 
year of 1900 to the latest reports tho 
health of the troops in the Philippines 
has been steadily improving. 
The health of the troops in Cuba dar­ 
ing the year was excellent. 
As a result 
of American occupation of Cnba nearly 
every city and town has had its sanita­ 
ry conditions improved. 
In speaking of the special diseases, 
General Sternberg says:

“The steady decrease of late years in 
J admissions for alcoholism among the 
< men of the regular army is a matter of 
congratulation. 
Military officers may 
be said to be unanimous in the opinion. 
, This may be the result of the establish­ 
ment of a post of exchange or canteen 
at military posts. 
There is less drunk­ 
enness among the troops in active renr- 
ice than in those doing garrison duty in 
times of peace. ”

Sternberg indorses the board’s conclu­ 
sion that the disease is communicated 
mainly, if not wholly, by the bite of the 
infected mosquito. 
That yeUow fever 
is not conveyed by clothing, bedding or 
merchandise, soiled by contact with 
those sick with the disease; that a house 
may be sajd to be infected with yellow 
fever only when there are present in it 
mosquitos capable of conveying parasite 
of the disease, and that the spread of 
yellow fever can be most effectually 
controlled by measures directed to the 
destruction of mosquitoes and tao pro­ 
tection of the sick against the bites of 
these insects. 
General Sternberg says the results of 
the investigation are of far reaching 
importance, as surgeons are now in 
possession of knowledge which enables 
them to stamp out yellow fever,

DEAD. ' 


II* W a* th e F if th P r e s id e n t o f th e L a t­ 
te r l)»jr S aint*. 
Salt Lake City, Oct. ll.— Lorenzo 
Bnow, fifth president of the Church of 
Jesus Christ, of Latter Day Saints, bet­ 
ter known as the Mormon church, died 
unexpectedly at his private residence, 
the historic Bee Hive, Thursday after- J 
noon, after an illness that had been se­ 
rious only since Wednesday. The im­ 
mediate cause of his death was hypos­ 
tatic congestion, superiuduoed by ag­ 
gravated bronchitis. 
Several weeks ago President Snow 
contracted a cold. 
He was at his desk, 
however, attending to business as late 
as Tuesday. 
Wednesday morning he 
was seized w’ith a fit ot vomiting which 
continued at intervals throughout the 
day. 
Wednesday night his physicians 
were called and remained in constant 
attendance until 
death came. 
The 
church authorities became alarmed at 
his condition early Wednesday aud most 
of the leaders, together with such mem­ 
bers of his family as could be summon­ 
ed by telegraph or otherwise, remained 
in the sick chamber until the end. 
Until President Snow’s successor is 
chosen, which may not be until the an 
nual conference next April, the leader­ 
ship of the church will devolve upou 
the cmiuoil of tho 12 apostles of which | 
body Joseph Smith is the recognized 
head. Unless death should come l-i 
him in tho meantime, Mr. Smith will 
be the next president of the church. 
President Snow leaves u large family, 
the members being scattered throughout 
tho world.

“ We have, roughly estimated, SOO,- 
OOO men and 450 guns in South Africa 
and over 100,000 men nre under training 
at, home. 
We have no difficulty there­ 
fore, in keeping the field firmly np to 
it* requisite strength by drafts and if a 
further call be made we are in position 
to meet it with the utmost promptitude. 
Notwithstanding this, th re seems to 
be an impression abroad that the close 
of tho war is retarded by a scarcity of 
troops or the want of mobility of our 
o d o ra n t. ’’ 
This impression, Mr. Broderick com­ 
bats by reciting what the war office is 
doing, providing supplies for 314.000 
persons, directly or indirectly connected 
with the war, feeding 248,0(10 mules 
and horses, 
and 
maintaining 
four 
month’s reserves of food for men and 
animals. 
Sixty-nino oolmnns, mobile, 
perfectly equipped, are now in the field 
and 10,000 remounts arc being lauded 
monthly, beside thoso captured. 
Mr. Broderick says the anxiety can be 
set at rest ar home. 
The home govern­ 
ment has never interfered with General 
Kitchener, in whose vigorous prosecu­ 
tion of the war they have entire confi­ 
dence. 
He points out again to tho vast 
extent of the country, alibiing to Gen. 
Kitchener’s sending back the poorly 
trained yeomanry, Mr. 
Broderick re­ 
plies that they would have trainod ear­ 
lier but for the opinion of military ad­ 
visers in South Africa and at home up 
to November, 1900, that no fresh troops 
are needed. 
“ When General Kitchener asked for 
9000 more” says the war secretary, “ the 
government sent out to him 61,OOO fresh 
troops during the first six months of 
1901 besides arms for 20,000 local lev­ 
ies.*’ 
The chancellor of the exchequer, Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach, speaking at Old­ 
ham, said he believed parliament would 
be summoned earlier than usual, but not 
called to attend an antnmn session, con­ 
tending that organized resistance in 
South Africa really ended a year ago 
aud only guerrillas were now in tho 
field.

It had 
been decided that he would be elevated 
to the peerage on the next honor list, | 
but it is now doubtful after Thursday’s 
confession that he advised the surrender 
of Ladysmith. 
The Standard attacks him severely, | 
and tells him that the best thing he can 
do is to resign his commission.' 
The Daily Mail, which considers tho 
speech would have been more in place 
on the boards of a theater, points that 
the message to Ladysmith is exactly 
paralleled by Sir H. Parker’s famous or­ 
der to Admiral Nelson at Copenhagen— 
to break off the battle aud to retire in 
order—a request which posterity has 
unsparingly condemned.

BUSINESS _IN^ GERMANY. 


I t I# In W o rse C o n d itio n T h e n e t A n y 
T im e K n o w n Ite fo re, 
Berlin, Oct. ll .—Germany is undoubt­ 
edly going through its saddest economic 
experience since the empire was founded. 
The well grounded pride with which 
Gorman business mon have hitherto 
contemplated their excellent reputation 
abroad for commercial honor has suffer­ 
ed a most KW ore blow. The Frankfurter 
Zoitung admits in a reoont market re­ 
view that in no similar period of busi­ 
ness depression in Germany have 
*0 
many cases of “disgraceful frauds and 
common swindling” 
been 
exposed. 
However, it is felt here that the sensa­ 
tional character of many of tho disasters 
of the j inst year have given foreign ob­ 
servers an exaggerated impression of 
the state of things prevailing in Ger­ 
many, not only that these disasters havo 
created a false view as to the average 
of German business integrity, but that 
they have magnified unduly tho propor­ 
tions of the Gorman crisis as soon from 
abroad. 
It is pointed out that Germany has a 
total of about 8500 joint stock compa­ 
nies and that the number of companies 
that havo failed or gotten into Anan etal 
difficulties constitute but a slight pro­ 
portion of the whole. 
Still the bourse 
views the situation very pessimistically. 
Besides the many unfavorable factors 
in tho situation itself additional uncer­ 
tainty oomes from the tariff agitation. 
Business men do not know what will be 
their condition nuder the now tariff 
law which goos into effect in January, 
1904. 
Tho great crisis in the German iron 
industry, for example, is chiefly due to 
the fact that all consumers of pig iron 
committed tho vast folly at the height 
of the boom of placing contracts for iron 
for several years in advance aud at the 
high prices then prevailing. 
Many of the capitalists that have re­ 
cently gotten themselves into financial 
difficulties, brought on these difficulties 
by excessive expansion. 
After tho present crisis is ovor, an in­ 
teresting cliapter can be written upon 
the intimate relations of the German 
banks with industrial capitalists. 
The 
jaunty confidence with which all for­ 
eign criticisms of tho system was dis­ 
missed here up to a year ago, has cer­ 
tainly given place to a more reticent at­ 
titude amoug financiers, and they are 
now much more willing to admit the 
dangers of the system.

ll .—M. Santos-Dumont 
has made one successful trip in his air­ 
ship after having two unsuccessful ouch, 
one in which he almost lost his life. 
In spite of unfavorable predictions, based 
on a sudden rise of the barometer, he 
decided Thursday to start against the 
wind 
and maneuver 
around Long- 
ohaiup race course. 
When the signal 
to start was givon, his balloon shot off 
like an arrow, aud in spite of a contrary 
wind, roached Longckarap at a speed 
impossible to estimate in the actual 
state of aeronautic science, bat certain­ 
ly as fast as a rapid automobile travois. 
She speed cannot be estimated at less 
thau 60 kilometres an hour. 
For more than an hour the balloon 
maneuvered in all directions above the 
race course with perfect docility in the 
presence of numerous spectators. 
An 
enormous crown had assembled outside 
the enclosure waiting for tho aeronaut 
to venture out. 
The halo on reached the 
rendezvous in a twinkling of an eye, 
while the friends of the aeronaut fol­ 
lowed it. 
Santos-Dumont made a second ascen­ 
sion in his aerial carriage to Long- 
champs, and ’ crossing the Seine at a 
height of about 200 metres. 
With a 
sudden turn he came back to his goal 
and, passing with considerable spoed 
over tho telegraph wire which runs 
along the western side of the park, 
stopped in a few minutes between the 
two sheds. 
The difficulty of doing this is extreme. 
It requires astonishing skill to descend 
in so narrow a space. 
At one instant 
it was feared he was lost, but he es­ 
caped danger by a bolt maneuver that 
brought him exactly in front of his own 
construction which he entered without 
waiting for the arrival of the workmen, 
who were coming up in an automobile 
carriage at express speed. 
Santos-Dumont, the Brazilian aero­ 
naut, made another attempt to lay to 
win the Deutsche prize, bnt owing to 
an accident to the rudder of his flying 
machine, was obliged to return to the 
starting place after going 50 yards.

London, Oct. ll.—Tho secretary for 
war, Mr. Broderick, replying to Sir 
Charles Howard Vincent’s offer to raise 
fresh troops or do anything else to as­ 
sist the government, declines the pro­ 
posal and in doing so lengthily reviews 
the British position in South Africa, 
obviously in answer to the persistent 
and searching criticism of tho ministe­ 
rial journals and members of the par­ 
liament, that the government is lan­ 
guidly content to lot the 
drag on. 
Mr. Broderiok said, to b eg n ^u th , that 
that nothing General Kitchener has ask­ 
ed for has not been properly met. 
He 
adds- 
“ We have, roughly estimated, 200,- 
000 men and 450 gnus in South Africa 
and over 100,000 men aro under training 
at home. 
We have no difficulty there­ 
fore, in keeping the field firmly up to 
its requisite strength by drafts; and if a 
further call be mado we are in position 
to meet it with the utmost promptitude. 
Notwithstanding this, th re seems to 
be an impression abroad that tile close 
of the war is retarded by a scarcity of 
troops or the want of mobility of our 
columns. ” 
This impression, Mr. Broderick com­ 
bats by reciting what the war office is 
doing, providing supplies for 314.000 
persons, directly or indirectly connected 
with the war, feeding 248,0<K) mules 
and horses, 
and 
maintaining 
four 
month’s reserves of food for men and 
animals. 
Sixty-nine oolnmns, mobile, 
perfectly equipped, are now in the field 
and 10,000 remounts are being lauded 
monthly, beside those captured. 
Mr Broderick says the anxiety can be 
aet at rest at homo. The home govern­ 
ment has never interfered with General 
Kitchener, in whose vigorous prosecu­ 
tion of the war they have entire confi­ 
dence. 
He points out again to the vast 
extent of the country, alluding to Gen. 
Kitchener’s sending back the poorly 
trained yeomanry, Mr. Broderick re­ 
plies that they would have trained ear­ 
lier but for the opinion of military ad­ 
visers in South Africa and at home up 
to November, 1900, that no fresh troops 
are needed. 
“ When General Kitchener asked for 
9000 more” says the war secretary, “ the 
government sent out to him 61,000 fresh 
troops during the first six mouths of 
1901 besides arms for 20,000 local lev­ 
ies. ** 
The chancellor of the exchequer, Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach, speaking at Old­ 
ham, said he believed parliament would 
be summoned earlier than usual, but not 
called to attend an autumn session, con­ 
tending that organized resistance in 
South Africa really ended a year ago 
and only guerrillas were now in the 
field.

CENSURE 
FOR BULLER. 


HI* Speech Place* Him In a Hail Light 
Before Hi* People. 
London, Oct. ll.—The storm raised 
by General BiUef*»r<‘inarkablMoutburst 
Thursday afternoon continuos to grow. 
His speech is the one topioof discussion 
and there is a general anticipation that 
disciplinary measures will follow. Tho 
tone of the press generally is one of sur­ 
prised amazement at his indiscretions, 
The people of England have generally 
stack to him throughout, aud his wife’s 
social iuflueuco has been most p iwerful 
aud has even leached the court. It had 
been decided that he woald bo elevated 
to the peerage on the next honor list, 
but it is now doubtful after Thursday's 
confession that he advised the surrender 
of Ladysmith. 
The Standard attacks him severely, 
aud tells him that the best thing he can 
do is to resign his commission. * 
The Daily Mail, which considers the 
speech would have been more in place 
on the hoards of a theater, points that 
the message to Ladysmith is exactly 
paralleled by Sir H. Parker’s famous or­ 
der to Admiral Nelson at Copenhagen— 
to break off tho battle ami to retire in 
o rd er-a request whioh posterity has 
unsparingly condemned. 
On tho whole, Mr. Broderick’s state­ 
ment concerning tho South African sit­ 
uation is fairly well received* but two 
or three of the Conservative papers are 
not satisfied with it. 
Sir Michael Hicks Beach, although 
he did not say much that was new in 
his speech, afforded the information 
that the special object of the proclama­ 
tion of martial law at Cape Town was 
to stop supplies lot ammunition whioh 
have been making their way through 
Cape Colony to tho Boers and to pro­ 
tect the army from traitors in the rear.

B U S IN E S S IN G ER M A N Y . 


It I* In W o r n C ondition T han a t A n y 
T im e K now n B efore. 
Berlin, Oct. ll.—Germany is undoubt­ 
edly going through its saddest economic 
1 experience since the empire was founded. 
The woll grounded pride with whioh 
German business men have hitherto 
contemplated their excellent reputation 
abroad for commercial honor has suffer­ 
ed a most severe blow. The Frankfurter 
Zeitung admits in a recent market re­ 
view that in no similar period of busi­ 
ness depression in Germany hare so 
many cases of “disgraceful frauds and 
oommon swindling” 
been 
exposed. 
However, it is folt here that the sensa­ 
tional character of many of the disasters 
of the past year havo given foreign ob­ 
servers an exaggerated impression of 
the state of things prevailing in Ger­ 
many, not only that these disasters have 
created a false view as to the average 
of German business integrity, but that 
they have magnified unduly tho propor­ 
tions of the Gorman orbis as soon from 
abroad. 
It is pointed out that Germany has a 
total of about 5500 joint stock compa­ 
nies and that the number of companies 
that have failed or gotten into financial 
difficulties constitute but a slight pro­ 
portion of the wholo. 
Still the bourse 
views the situation very pessimistically. 
Besides the many unfavorable factors 
in the situation itself additional uncer­ 
tainty comes from the tariff agitation. 
Business men do uot know what will be 
their condition under tho new tariff 
law which goes into effect in January, 
190-4. 
Tho great orisi*; in the German iron 
industry, for example, is chiefly due to 
the fact that all consumers of pig iron 
committed tho vast folly at the height 
of the boom of placing contracts for iron 
for several years in advance and at the 
high prices then prevailing. 
Many of the capitalists that have re­ 
cently gotten themselves into financial 
difficulties, brought on these difficulties 
by excessive expansion. 
After the present crisis is over, an in­ 
teresting chapter can bo written npon 
the intimate relations of the German 
banks with industrial capitalists. 
The 
jaunty cinfidence with whioh all for­ 
eign criticisms of the system was dis­ 
missed here up to a year ago, has cer­ 
tainly given plnoe to a more reticent at­ 
titude among financiers, and they aro 
now much more willing to admit the 
dangers of tho system. 


O N E S U C C E S S F U L TRIP- 


S anto* D u m o n t Sail* W i t h HI* F ly in g

Paris, Oct. JI.—M. Santos-Dumont 
bas made one successful trip in his air­ 
ship after having two unsuccessful one*, 
one in which be almost lost his life. 
In spite of unfavorable predictions, based 
on a sudden rise of the barometer, ho 
decided Thursday to start against the 
wind 
and maneuver 
around Long- 
champ race course. 
When the signal 
to start was given, his balloon shot off 
like an arrow, and in spite of a contrary 
wind, reached Longeliamp at a speed 
impossible to estimate in the actual 
state of aeronautic science, bat certain­ 
ly as fast as a rapid automobile travels. 
She speed cannot be estimated at loss 
than 60 kilometres an hour. 
For more than an hour the balloon 
maneuvered in all directions above the 
raco course with perfect docility in the 
presence of numerous spectators. 
An 
I enormous crown had assembled outside 
the enclosure waiting for the aeronaut 
to venture out. 
The b alo n r lehed the 
rendezvous in a twinkling of an eye, 
while the friends of the aeronaut fol­ 
lowed it. 
Santos-Dumont made a second asoen- 
' sion in his acriill carriage to Long- 
! champs, and 'crossing the Seine at a 
height of about 200 metres. 
With a 
sadden turn ho ennui hack to his goal 
and, passing with considerable speed 
over tho telegraph wire which runs 
along the western side of the park, 
stopped in a few minutes between the 
two sheds.
